‘ News of the Revolt of the Kingdom of Valen- 
* cia, through France: The firft Occafion of it was 
* the Declaration of a Regiment of Horfe command- 
‘ed by Collonel Nebor, a Family that have diftin- 
* guifh’d themfelves by their Services for the Houfe 
* of Auftria, From the time we had the firft No- 
‘tice of it, my Lord Peterborow us’d his utmoft 
* Endeavours to preferve this Kingdom in the In- 
“ tereft of King é s. In che firft Place he o- 
* blig’d the Enemy, a Handful of Men, to raife 
* the Siege of San Matteo: We purfued the Enemy, 
* who were much fuperior to us both in Horfe and 
* Foot as far as Alboca, when it was high time for 
“us to fecure our Retrest; and accordingly we 
* march’d with our flying Camp to Benicarlo and 
‘ Vinenos. At the fame time my Lord Peterborow 
‘ advanc’d in Perfon, with a fmall Party of 50 
“ Dragoons, within 5 Leagues of this City ; and 
* caufing Orders to be difpers’d for the Country to 
* bring him in Bread and Forrage, he made the Enemy 
* believe he had his Army with him : By that Stra- 
* tagem, and a very expeditious March, he took a-

‘ not far from Cadix, he met a Ship the Mafter of

‘ Courfe ; upon which Sir John purfued the fame 
* Courfe, and being fuppos’d to be not above 12 
or 14 Houts fail bebind them, *twas thoughs high- 
‘ly probable he might come up with them in no 
‘long Time. But this Morning I am inform’d this 
« Defign has mifcarried, and that Sir John Leake is 
* ar Gibraltar, and. will ftay there till we joyn him, 
‘ which we have Ordets to do affoon as poilibly we
